There is, as all the allied govern- 
ments and peoples see, but one way 
to peace, and that is the infliction of 
manifest and decisive military defeat 
upon the states which put their whole 
trust in the sword. Nothing but that 
can destroy amongst them the wor- 
ship of “militarism,” which poisons 
and warps the whole being of the 
ropulation tainted by it and renders 
their moral and political theories a 
standing menace to mankind. It 
would not be enough to reducg the 
states by exhaustion, The Racers 
are undoubtedly nipping sharpiy, and 
the pinch will grow more and more 
severe as the season advances and 
stores become depleted But. while 
the blockade is immensely valuable 
as an ancillary weapon, it is not 
the weapon by which “militarism” 
can be dethroned, That will not be 
accomplished until the Germans are 
| constrained to confess to the military 
defeat of their main armics in the 
field. It is on the west front, where 
the largest part of the Gerinan forces 
have always been posted, where the 
Germans have accumfflated the great- 
est number of guns and the biggest 
stores of ammunition, and where 
they have lavished in a greater de- 
gree than anywhere else all the re- 

urces of military science in its 

st modern forms, that the: main 
decision must take place. It is all- 
important, therefore, that our super- 
iority upon this front should steadily 
increase, —From the London Times.

There are thousands of | How State Secrets Are Kept 


Important Documents Guarded by 
Various Ingenious Devices 


In war time there are numerous 
important state secrets which must 
be prevented from leaking out, and 
they are guarded by various ingeni- 
ous devices. For instance, in Brit- 
ish government offices the writings 
on important documents is dried by 
ineans of roller blotters. These con- 
sist of revolving cylinders covered 
with blotting paper, which are run 
over with wet ink, The writing is 
impressed on the cylinder in a con 
fused jumble, impossible to decipher, 
as would be the case if the ordinary 
flat blotter were used, In some 
cases black blotting paper is used 
to dry official letters, as it is much 
safer than the pink or white variety. 

Important telegrams, if not in code, 
often have to ‘be guarded from pry- 
ing eyes by government officials. 
lor this purpose they use a simple 
little invention which consists of a 
telegraph form prepared with a per- 
forated gummed edge. The message 
having been written, the form — is 
folded over and the edges gummed 
down, as in the case of a letter card, 
and {1s contents are hidden from the 
messenger who carries it to the tele- 
graph office. 

‘Each battleship carries a book of 
scode signals, which holds the mean- 
ing of the little flags which flutter 
at the masthead when ships com- 
municate. The code book is of im- 
mense importance, and strict pre- 
cautions are taken against it falling 
into the hands of the enemy. Each 
volume is heavily weighted with 
lead in the cover, so that in an emer- 
gency it can be thrown into the sea 
with the certainty that it will sinl

A Boy Scout is also taught Firs! 
Aid, in fact, this particular profici- 
ency badge stands highest on the list 
throughout Canada. Other badges 
of service are the Fireman's Badge, 
which includes the .rescue of animals

The Missioner’s Badge in which a 
Scout must have an _— elementary

One cannot doubt the service abil- 
ity of a Scout who is proficient in 
any one of these badges. 

“Training them in habits of obser- 
vation, obedience and _ self-reliance— 
teaching them services useful to the 
public and handicrafts useful to 
themselves.” Such is a portion of the 
aims of the Boy Scouts’ Association, 
as effecting its members, and with 
such aims in mind the rules and regu- 
lations of the Association were 
drafted; with such aims in mind pro- 
vision was made for the awarding o1 
badges for efficiency in handicrafts. 
The aim was to make the training 
complementary outside the school 
walls to the scholastic training with- 
in the school, 

Everything possible is done to 
stimulate interest in these badges. 
For instance, in connection with the 
Airman badge, the Scout is asked to 
make a working «model of an aero- 
plane or dirigible that will fly at 
least twenty-five yards. Tere are in 
the homes of Canadian Scouts many 
excellent models, 

It is not an easy matter to weave 
a basket, but with patience and care 
Boy Scouts have become quite ex- 
pert in the manufacture of baskets of 
every description, Then too, they 
have learned to weave cane scats for 
stodls, rush scats for chairs, raffia 
trays, etc, Their training in this re- 
spect goes still further, for they are 
required to have a general knowledge 
of the raw material used in the man- 
ufacture of each article.

Barley and Oats 
Wanted by Dominion 


Unlimited Amount Is Needed for 
Seeding Purposes 


_A. E. Wilson, Dominion commis- 
sioner for the purchase of seed grain, 
is/prepared now to buy an unlimited 
£mount of seed oats and barley, Bar- 
ley, especially, is very hard to find 
free of wild oats. Wild oats can be 
cleaned out of wheat without too 
much expense, but it is impossible to 
do so with the oats and barley. A 
large quantity of barley especially is 
required, and the commission is still 
buying wheat as well.

and private parties who are buying 
this grain are very well pleased with 
their investment. The shipping or- 
ders come in mostly from the muni- 
cipalities and farmers in Manitoba 
and southeastern Saskatchewan The 
grain is being handled principally by

expects to have plenty to supply all 
needs, 

There is a big demand for No, 3 
Northern and frosted, No. 4 from Al- 
berta and southwestern Alberta. The 
wheat that is going into the Moose 
Jaw clevator is very satisfactory as 
seed and the frosted wheat, No. 4, 
is 18 to 22 cents a bushel cheaper 
than the No, 1. It often weights as 
high as 64 lbs. to the bushel, is a 
good bright color and is mostly bran 
frozen, that is, has been frosted af- 
ter being ripe. The No 4 grade 
weighs about 54 Ibs to the bushel, is 
rusted and is too expensive to clean 
to be of any use as seed, 

The seed from Alberta is perfectly 
free from rust, the kernels are of a 
uniform size, and it is cheap to clean, 
making it satisfactory buying for seed 
grain purposes, 

Up to January 1 the average cost 
price of No 1 Northern and the aver- 
age selling price was within one- 
eighth of a cent of each other, after- 
allowing the premium paid on the 
wheat, the shrinkage and elevator 
charges, which are the only charges 
aginst the price of wheat, The sal- 
aries of inspectors and the cost of 
the commission are borne by the Do-

Experi- 
ments on school children with a very 
small quantity of wine or beer shows 
that the pupil’s powers of learning 
are much reduced,

Temporary Baled 
Straw Barn for Winter 


A Warm Shelter for Livestock Dur- 
ing the Winter Months 


Shelter for the livestock during the 
Winter months is often a difficult 
Problem, but it means a big reduc- 
tion in the winter's feed bill if it 
can be adequately supplied. One 
experimental station recommends a 
highly satisfactory and inexpensive 
shelter by the use of the excess bal- 
ed straw. Generally there is a large 
amount of straw which will not be 
needed until spring at the earlicst, 
and those who have baled this and 
made it into temporary sheds are 
very well pleased with the results, 

The shed may be made any size 
desired to suit the needs of the| 
amount of stock on hand and the! 
season, For the walls the bales are 
placed flatwise, one above the other 
and overlaped as brick are layed, so 
all joints will be broken, The lower 
bales are made firmer by staking in 
Place, thus preventing any danger of 
their pie | pushed out of place by 
large stock, Spaces for windows 
and doors can be left and filled in by 
ordinary windows and doors from 
any old building, Lining the inside 
with fine meshed woven wire pre- 
vents the inmates from eating the 
walls. The building may be capped 
by placing poles across the top and 
covering them with a thick layer of 
straw held in place by woven wire. 

A shed made in the above manner 
makes a warm shelter for extra live- 
stock of any kind during the winter 
months and is inexpensive, The 
straw is damaged but little, so prac- 
ticallly the only cost is the labor.— 
C.A.G., in Successful Farming,

Assisting the Development of Sheep 


Raising Industry in Western

How co-operative wool sales, ins 


troduced by the livestock branch of 
the Canadian Department of Agricul-
